The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  created  by  Legislative  Act  of  1945,  has  been  in  continuous 
existence  since  that  date,  and  is  currently  authorized  under  R.  C.  M.  1947,  Title  I,  Chapters  1 through  8, 
Section  1-101  through  1-828. 

Commission  members  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  four-year  terms  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified  and  without  compensation  except  as  specified  by  low.  The  Governor  shall 
appoint  the  members  of  said  Commission  from  specific  segments  of  government  industry  and  associa- 
tions as  specified  in  Section  1-201. 


1-204  GENERAL  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  general  supervision  over  Aeronautics  within  the  State.  It  is  em- 
powered and  directed  to  encourage,  foster  and  assisist  in  the  development  of  Aeronautics  in  the  State 
and  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  airports  and  other  air  navigation  facilities.  It  shall  cooperate  with 
and  assist  the  federal  government,  the  political  subdivisions  of  the  State  and  others  engaged  in  Aero- 
nautics or  the  promotion  of  Aeronautics  and  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  Aeronautical  activities  of  these 
bodies.  It  may  perform  such  acts,  issue  and  amend  such  orders  and  make,  promulgate  and  amend  such 
reasonable  general  or  special  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  and  establish  such  minimum  standards 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  perform  its  duties  hereunder  . . .

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1-103  DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 


It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  further  the  public 
interest  in  aeronautical  progress  by  providing  for  the  protection  and  promotion 
of  safety  in  aeronautics  . . . 

It  may  employ  such  clerical  and  other  employees  and  assistants  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  transaction  of  its  business  and  shall  fix 
their  salaries  . . . 

***** 

As  a member  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials,  the 
policy  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  includes  in  purpose  "to  foster 
aviation  as  on  industry,  as  a mode  of  transportation  for  persons  and  property, 
and  as  an  arm  of  the  National  Defense;  to  join  with  the  federal  government 
and  other  groups  in  research,  development  and  the  advancement  of  aviation; 
to  develop  uniform  laws  and  regulations;  and  to  otherwise  encourage  cooper- 
ation and  the  mutual  aid  among  the  several  states."

The  operations  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  are  financed 
entirely  by  aviation  activities  through  a 14  per  gallon  license  tax  on  aviation 
fuels  and  the  registration  fees  for  pilots  and  agricultural  aircraft.  No  funds  are 
requested  or  received  from  the  General  Fund.  Federal  monies  made  available 
to  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  have  been  solely  for  specific  airport 
projects  under  the  Federal  Airport  Aid  Program  to  the  various  larger  communi- 
ties in  the  State  of  Montana  and  in  relation  to  the  specific  State  airports  of 
Lincoln  and  West  Yellowstone.  Sponsor's  share  of  the  funds  under  the  Federal 
Airport  Aid  Program  for  the  specific  facility  at  West  Yellowstone  were  pro- 
vided by  the  National  Pork  Service.

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  cooperated  with  many  of  the  other  state  agencies  in 
providing  administrative  and  emergency  air  transportation  and  other  services.  Use  of  the  Commission 
aircraft  provides  not  only  a safe,  fast,  economical  means  of  transportation,  but  is  necessary  in  prelim- 
inary engineering  of  airports,  airport  site  selection,  checking  of  airports,  flight  patterns  and  facilities, 
aerial  photography,  search  and  rescue,  and  administrative  operations. 

The  Commission's  three  aircraft  during  the  twelve  month  period  involved,  flew  a total  205,640  miles. 
The  same  mileage  traveled  by  cor  at  55  miles  per  hour  would  take  3,740  hours,  thus  Commission  air- 
craft has  saved  a total  of  2,562  man  hours  or  more  than  64  weeks  at  40  hours  per  week.  Air  transpor- 
tation provided  in  the  Commission's  aircraft  to  other  state  departments  has  been  on  a cost  basis  to  the 
department  involved.

UNICOM  RADIO  PROGRAM 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  available  two-way  air  to  ground  radio  units  to  be 
installed  on  Montana  airports.  Unicom  Radios  are  keyed  to  operate  on  a frequency  of  112.8  megacycles 
or  123.0  megacycles.  Their  primary  function  is  for  the  purpose  of  airport  advisory  information  on  those 
airports  not  serviced  by  the  FAA  Towers  or  Flight  Service  Stations.  Their  service  is  also  provided  for 
the  purpose  of  Search  and  Rescue,  and  Civil  Defense  operations.  The  Commission  pays  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  the  radio,  accessories,  and  installation,  with  the  sponsor  paying  the  other  half.  The  Commission 
provides  all  maintenance  and  there  ore  no  additional  fees  to  the  sponsor. 

UNICOM  HANDBOOK

which  describes  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission's  Unicom  program  and  policy,  is  available  to 
interested  persons  on  request. 
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CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  BOARD  PROCEEDINGS 


The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  Washington,  D.  C.  has  jurisdiction  over  airline  service  in  the  United 
States.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has,  for  many  years,  including  the  1964-1965  biennium, 
participated  in  proceedings  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  an  effort  to  secure  new  airline  service 
for  the  State  of  Montana,  to  retain  service  already  established  and  to  improve  existing  service. 

Montana  is  served  by  two  trunk  airlines,  i.e..  Northwest  and  Western,  and  by  two  local  service  or 
"feeder”  airlines,  i.e..  Frontier  and  West  Coast.  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  activities  in  the  past  biennium 
hove  centered  around  the  service  provided  by  our  two  local  service  airlines.  The  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  participated  in  the  original  proceedings  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  which  resulted  in 
the  establishment  of  local  airline  service  at  many  of  the  smaller  communities  in  the  state  which  pre- 
viously had  had  no  airline  service  whatsoever. 

In  the  past  biennium,  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  conducted  two  investigations  into  airline  service 
in  the  State  of  Montana,  one  being  entitled  the  West  Coast  Airlines  "Use  It  or  Lose  It"  Investigation,  and 
the  other  being  entitled  the  Frontier  Airlines  "Use  It  or  Lose  It"  Investigation.  Involved  in  the  West  Coast 
Airlines  hearing  was  whether  service  by  this  airline  would  be  continued  to  Kalispell  in  Flathead  County, 
Cut  Bank-Shelby  in  Glacier  County,  and  Great  Falls  in  Gascade  County.  In  the  Frontier  Airlines  hearing, 
the  question  involved  was  whether  airline  service  would  be  continued  by  Frontier  Airlines  to  Billings  in 
Yellowstone  County,  Miles  City  in  Custer  County,  Glendive  in  Dawson  County,  Sidney  in  Richland 
County,  Wolf  Point  in  Roosevelt  County,  Glasgow  in  Valley  County,  Havre  in  Hill  County,  Great  Falls 
in  Gascade  County,  and  Lewistown  in  Fergus  County, 

In  the  West  Coast  case,  service  was  successfully  retained  at  Kalispell  and  Great  Falls,  but  at  the 
time  of  writing  this- report,  the  Board's  action  has  been  adverse  towards  retention  of  service  at  Gut  Bank- 
Shelby.  In  the  Frontier  Airlines  case,  service  has  thus  far  been  retained  at  all  Montana  cities  involved, 
and  the  Gommission  is  presently,  in  cooperation  with  the  representatives  of  these  municipalities,  actively 
pressing  the  case  for  the  Montana  cities  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  and  expects  to  present  oral 
argument  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  Washington  in  the  latter  port  of  the  year  of  1964. 

In  connection  with  all  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  proceedings,  numerous  documents  have  been  filed 
by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  in  behalf  of  the  various  Montana  cities,  and  legal  counsel  for 
the  Commission  has  traveled  to  Washington,  D.  C.  and  made  appearance  before  the  Board. 

The  Commission  will  also  appear  as  a party  in  a proceeding  pending  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  wherein  Frontier  Airlines  seeks  to  serve  the  newly  established  West  Yellowstone  Airport.  As  of  the 
present  time.  Western  Airlines  has  the  only  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  authority  to  serve  West  Yellowstone. 

It  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  continue  to  appear,  in  the  years 
ahead,  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  cooperation  with  and  on  behalf  of  various  Montana  cities 
in  a continuing  effort  to  have  the  best  possible  airline  service  in  Montana.

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MONTANA  PILOT  FLIGHT  PLAN  SERVICE 


On  April  15,  1963,  the  Commission  inaugurated  the  "Montana  Pilot  Flight  Plan  Service,"  whereby 
pilots  of  airport  locations  not  serviced  by  the  FAA  Flight  Service  Station  may  place  collect  telephone 
calls  to  the  nearest  FAA  Flight  Service  Station,  who  in  turn  will  charge  such  calls  to  a Montana  Aero- 
nautics Commission  special  credit  card  number.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  encourage  and  greatly 
increase  the  use  of  flight  plans  by  pilots  in  Montana,  and  secondly,  to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  the 
heavy  workload  and  costly  process  involved  in  Search  & Rescue,  either  through  failure  to  close  flight 
plans  or  in  the  actual  search  for  overdue  pilots  where  unknown  conditions  exist  through  failure  to  use 
any  flight  plan  service.  The  service  is  available  to  all  pilots  registered  with  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission.  The  service  has  proven  highly  successful,  enthusiastically  accepted  by  pilot  and  traffic 
control  personnel  alike.  Montana  has  received  national  recognition  for  the  inauguration  of  this  service 
and  plans  are  underway  in  a number  of  other  states  to  duplicate  this  service.

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SEARCH  AND  RESCUE 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  the  responsibility  for  air  search  and  rescue  of  all  lost 
or  downed  aircraft  in  Montana,  with  the  exception  of  air  carrier  and  military  aircraft. 

Operating  under  the  Search  and  Rescue  plan,  the  state  is  divided  into  14  areas,  each  headed  by 
a volunteer  Search  and  Rescue  coordinator.  The  coordinator  is  designated  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  on  the  basis  of  his  knowledge  of  the  area,  his  leadership  and  aeronautical  skill.  The  coor- 
dinator, responsible  for  a particular  search,  is  notified  and  he  organizes  and  directs  the  air  search  in 
his  area,  under  the  overall  supervision  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

The  attached  graph  shows  the  number  of  information  requests  and  alert  notices  processed  as  well 
as  actual  searches  conducted  during  the  fiscal  year  1964.

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AVIATION  EDUCATION  WORKSHOPS  IN  MONTANA 


Fiv©  Aviation  Education  Workshops  were  held  during  fiscal  1963-1964,  three  being  completed  in 
July.  1964.  Locations  were  Montana  State  University,  Missoula;  Montana  State  College,  Bozeman;  and 
Western  Montana  College  of  Education,  Dillon.  A total  of  155  teachers  completed  the  courses.  Most  of 
those  enrolled  were  Montana  teachers;  however,  the  states  of  Nevada,  California,  Arizona,  Missouri, 
Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho  were  represented  by  one  or  more  enrollees.  All  sections  of  Montana 
were  represented  in  the  workshops. 

The  purpose  of  the  teacher  workshop  program  is  to  familiarize  educators  with  all  segments  of  civil 
and  military  aviation,  with  emphasis  on  general  aviation,  since  this  is  of  more  interest  in  Montana.  Edu- 
cational implications  of  aviation  and  its  use  in  the  classroom  are  stressed.  These  courses  offer  education 
credit,  applicable  toward  degrees  and  recertification.  Some  very  worthwhile  projects  are  done  which 
contribute  materially  to  the  body  of  knowledge  in  education.  One  of  the  projects,  titled  "Aerospace  Arith- 
metic , was  published  in  1963  by  National  Aerospace  Education  Council  for  nationwide  distri.bution. 

Excellent  resource  speakers  of  national  repute  came  to  lecture  to  the  workshops,  representatives  of 
government,  industry,  and  military  services.  They  include  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Adminis- 
tration, Federal  Aviation  Agency,  Ozark  Airlines,  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau,  U.  S.  Navy,  U.  S.  Air  Force, 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education.  Private  organizations,  such  as  Flying  Farmers  and  Montana  Pilots  Association, 
as  well  as  individuals,  also  contribute  time  and  personnel  to  our  efforts. 

The  workshops  were  given  a special  tour  by  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  who  provided  transportation 
to  Oklahoma  City  in  FAA  planes  for  visits  to  the  Aeronautical  Center  and  Academy. 


IN-SERVICE  INSTITUTES 

County  rural  teachers  from  Fergus,  Petroleum,  Wheatland,  Teton,  Chouteau,  Cascade,  Judith  Basin, 
Gallatin,  Park,  Broadwater,  Meagher  and  Sweet  Grass  attended  three  institutes  at  which  aviation  ma- 
terials and  information  were  presented.  About  two  hundred  thirty  teachers  attended  the  meetings 
held  in  August  and  September,  1963.  An  additional  fifteen  teachers  attended  a Silver  Bow  institute 
in  March,  1964. 

In  May,  regional  county  superintendents  meetings  were  held  in  Wolf  Point,  Miles  City  and  Billings, 
with  twenty-six  county  superintendents  attending.  Again,  information  and  materials  on  teaching  for  the 
air  age  was  given  by  the  Supervisor  of  Aviation  Education. 
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GROUND  SCHOOL  INSTRUCTORS  COURSE 


In  order  to  promote  a secondary  school  level  of  aviation  training,  an  experimental  course  in  aviation 
science  for  science  and  mathematics  teachers  was  planned  and  held  at  Western  Montana  College  of 
Education  in  lune  of  1964.  Seven  selected  teachers  took  the  course,  to  qualify  as  ground  school  instruc- 
tors. Three  persons  passed  the  FAA  Basic  Ground  Instructors  Exam  in  the  first  try.  As  a result  of  the 
course,  two  new  aviation  courses  have  been  set  up  for  1964,  with  two  more  planned  for  the  second 
semester  beginning  January,  1965.  The  two  new  courses  are  at  Glasgow  High  School  and  Powder  River 
High  School.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  Montana  schools  offering  a course  in  aviation  to  seven.

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE  FLYING  CLASSROOM  PROJECTS 

Special  instruction  is  given  to  the  Vo-Ag  classes  in  aviation's  relation  to  agriculture.  This  is  followed 
by  flights  of  the  entire  class  in  single  engine,  high  wing,  aircraft  over  their  counties  to  observe  actual 
examples  of  good  and  bad  farming  and  conservation  practices  they  have  studied.  These  flights  have 
shown  the  efficiency  of  the  airplane  and  its  use  in  agriculture.  The  Soil  Conservation  Service  in  the 
participating  counties  have  become  interested  in  utilizing  the  airplane  in  further  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  their  work  with  adults. 

Since  their  inception  in  1962,  seven  schools  have  participated  in  the  Vocational  Agriculture  Flying 
Classrooms.  During  1963-1964,  three  were  held:  Plentywood  High  School,  Fergus  County  High  School, 
and  Flathead  County  High  School,  with  a total  of  seventy  boys.  These  were  held  in  April  and  May,  to 
take  advantage  of  the  beginning  growing  season. 
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"FLIGHT  INSTRUCTOR  REFRESHER  COURSE" 


The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  with  the  co-sponsorship  of  the  Montana  Aviation  Trades 
Association,  inaugurated  the  Flight  Instructor  Refresher  Course  in  the  United  States  in  1962.  Recognizing 
the  fact  that  Montana  pilots,  operating  on  a daily  basis  in  the  wide  variety  of  terrain  that  is  present 
and  under  the  variance  of  flying  conditions  that  exist  in  our  state,  must  be  extremely  well  informed. 
Therefore,  the  flight  instructors  that  train  our  pilots  and  future  pilots  must  be  of  the  highest  caliber. 

With  the  1962  course  proving  to  be  successful  and  considered  highly  beneficial  to  those  instructors 
attending,  the  course  was  repeted  in  1963  and  again  in  1964.  The  following  is  the  report  on  the  1964  course. 

The  Third  Montana  Flight  Instructor's  Refresher  Course  was  held  in  Great  Falls  on  March  2 through 
11,  1964.  Ground  school  instruction  was  presented  by  representatives  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency 
Academy  at  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma;  personnel  from  the  FAA's  Air  Traffic  Control  Center;  Flight 
Service  Station;  RAPCON;  SAGE  Center  and  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  located  in  Great  Falls. 

The  Flight  portion  was  directed  by  GADO  Inspectors  from  the  Billings  and  Helena  offices  and  the 
flight  instruction  was  given  by  nine  instructor  graduates  of  the  two  previous  Montana  courses. 

To  dote,  a total  of  61  Montana  Flight  Instructors  have  completed  this  course  and  received  the  MAC 
wings  and  certificates.

^'AVIATION  MECHANICS  REFRESHER  SEMINAR" 


The  Aeronautics  Commission,  appreciating  the  situation  that  Montana  bases  over  1600  aircraft 
throughout  an  area  of  more  than  147,000  square  miles  with  a great  number  located  in  communities  of 
less  than  3,000  population,  and  therefore,  the  aircraft  operators  who  are  distributors  or  retail  outlets  for 
aviation  products  in  the  small  markets  in  sparsely  populated  areas  find  it  impossible  to  establish  a 
thorough  program  wherein  technical  assistance  and  service  by  factory  trained  technicans  are  available 
to  the  aviation  customer  through  local  mechanics.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  sponsored  the 
first  Mechanics  Refresher  Seminar  to  make  the  knowledge  of  the  latest  equipment  and  procedures  avail- 
able to  Montana  Aviation  Mechanics  with  application  open  to  all  who  are  currently  active. 

The  Seminar  was  presented  December  2-9,  1963,  and  conducted  in  the  facilities  of  the  Department 
of  Aeronautics  and  Related  Trades  of  the  Helena  High  School,  located  on  the  Helena  Airport. 

Manufacturers  and  representatives  of  the  aviation  industry  who  made  presentations  at  the  seminar 
were:  Beech  Aircraft  Corporation,  Bendix  Corporation,  Cessna  Aircraft  Company,  Piper  Aircraft  Cor- 
poration, Combs  Aircraft,  Inc.,  Champion  Spark  Plug  Company,  Electronic  Consultants  Service,  Federal 
Aviation  Agency,  Lycoming  Division  - AVCO  Corporation,  Mid-Continent  Airmotive  Corporation,  Pacific 
Airmotive  Corporation  and  Scintilla  Division  of  Bendix  Corporation.  Comments  from  the  mechanics  who 
attended  and  the  instructors  who  presented  this  seminar  indicate  that  it  was  a very  worthwhile  endeavor 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  presented  annually.

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FILM  LIBRARY  AND  EDUCATIONAL  SERIES 


Audio-Visual  material  is  available  on  a free  loan  basis  to  schools,  pilot  groups,  civic  organizations 
and  other  interested  persons. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1964,  29,402  students  and  teachers  from  162  schools  and  members  of  various 
groups  were  acquainted  with  some  phase  of  aviation  through  the  media  of  the  film  library.  Forty  films 
were  shown  463  times,  while  the  9 recordings  and  film  strips  were  used  a total  of  19  times. 

A 70%  return  of  film  report  cards  by  film  users  indicate  an  average  viewing  audience  of  61  per- 
sons per  film. 

The  film  "Montana  and  the  Sky"  was  scheduled  with  50  different  organizations  and  schools  in  23 
states  in  addition  to  the  60  showings  in  Montana.

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AIRPORT  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMS 


PRELIMINARY  ENGINEERING  GRANTS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  encourages  the  development  of  a state-wide  system  of  air- 
ports. The  role  of  each  facility  must  be  evaluated  and  measured  not  only  on  its  own  merits,  but  in 
relation  to  others.  To  the  extent  possible,  each  must  be  planned  to  support  and  supplement  the  use- 
fulness of  the  other  so  that,  ideally,  if  all  of  the  airports  included  in  the  Montana  Airport  Plan  were 
developed  in  the  same  time  and  manner  prescribed,  the  system  of  public  airports  for  Montana  would 
be  adequate  in  all  respects.  In  order  that  planning  and  preliminary  engineering  will  take  place  at  local 
level,  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  provided  Engineering  Grants  for  that  purpose.  The  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  will  grant  to  a community  or  county,  or  airport  board,  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  preliminary  engineering  for  a proposed  project  or  study  of  their  airport,  up  to  a maximum  of  $1,000, 
whichever  is  the  lesser.  This  amount  is  a grant  that  does  not  have  a bearing  on  the  loan  established. 


FEDERAL,  STATE  AND  LOCAL  PROJECTS 
(Federal  Aid  Airport  Program) 

The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  has  a grant  program  whereby  53%  of  the  funds  required  for  an  air- 
port improvement  project  will  be  granted  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.  This  grant  will  be  made  only 
to  federally  approved  airport  projects  when  the  sponsor  or  local  municipality  will  provide  the  other  47% 
of  the  total  project  cost.  In  many  instances  the  local  airport  board  does  not  hove  these  funds  available, 
though  an  improvement  is  desperately  needed  at  their  airport.  The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
then  offers  financial  assistance  in  the  form  of  a loan,  to  be  used  for  the  matching  money  for  the  federal 
project.  Commission  loans  are  available  on  a 10  year  repayment  basis. 


LOAN  PROJECTS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  able  to  loan  money  to  a local  airport  board  for  the  devel- 
opment of  an  airport  project.  Under  present  state  law,  a county  may  borrow  up  to  $10,000  for  a single 
project  without  a bond  election.  Cities  are  restricted  only  by  their  legal  indebtedness  limitation  law, 
and  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  may  loan  a city  up  to  $10,000  over  a ten  year  period.  The 
looms  are  repayable  annually  at  no  interest.  The  communities  or  counties  involved  mcry  use  state  funds 
along  with  available  local  funds  for  any  particular  airport  project.  The  majority  of  local  state  projects 
are  usually  the  smaller  type  development,  however,  loans  are  also  used  for  projects  that  ore  eligible 
under  the  Federal  Airport  Aid  Program. 
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GENERAL  AVIATION  UTILITY  AIRPORTS 


Under  this  program  a minimum,  but  adequately  safe,  airport  facility  is  developed  primarily  for 
the  use  of  general  aviation  in  a location  that  does  not  presently  have  on  airport.  Construction  costs  are 
held  at  approximately  $20,000.  The  airport  consists  of  one  stabilized  turf  runway  with  parking  apron, 
a segmented  circle,  wind-cone,  runway  markers  and  the  property  line  fenced.  The  Montana  Aeronau- 
tics Commission  has  the  consulting  engineering  firm  retained  and  also  contracts  for  construction.  The 
sponsor,  who  is  either  a city  or  county  or  both,  agrees  to  repay  to  the  State  of  Montana  the  equivalent 
of  2V2  mills  up  to  a maximum  of  $10,000  over  a ten  year  period  for  their  share  of  the  project  cost.  The 
balance  of  the  cost  above  the  quarter  mill  per  year  becomes  a grant  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana to  the  county  or  municipality  involved  at  the  end  of  the  10  year  repayment  period. 


STATE  AIRPORTS 

The  Commission  has  authority  and  responsibility  to  construct  and  maintain  state  owned  airports. 
These  normally  are  confined  to  strategic  locations  due  to; 

1.  An  aviation  traffic  need 

2.  Adjacent  to  recreational  areas 

3.  An  emergency  value 

4.  A location  of  convenience  and  necessity  lending  accessibility  to 
the  area. 

These  projects  may  be  completed  solely  on  a state  basis,  in  conjunction  with  the  FAA  under  the 
Federal  Aid  Airport  Program,  or  in  conjunction  with  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  or  with  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Interior,  Park  Service.  All  engineering,  construction,  contracting,  ownership  and  costs  are  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission.
